Public must cut 
ail driving 
25 per cent 


M otorists who think they can 
offset the 25 per cent reduction in 
the value of their gasoline coupons 
by obtaining supplem ental allow­ 
ances are ap t to be disappointed. 
The cut in gasoline coupon allot­ 
m ent from four to three gallons 
was made necessary by w ar condi­ 
tions. O ur country is a t the peak 
of its petroleum production and a t 
least one-fourth of all we produce 
goes to our arm ed forces. Fifty- 
five per cent of the fleet capacity 
th a t supplied our boys in the con­ 
quest of Sicily was used to carry 
petroleum 
products. 
In 
other 
words, 
m ore 
cargo 
space 
was 
needed for this vital resource than 
for men, for guns, for food or for 
am m unition. 
Beyond this is the pressing need 
for high-octaine gasoline for a ir­ 
planes. 
A 
single, 
one-thousand 
plane raid over Berlin, for in­ 
stance, uses up more gasoline than 
could be obtained on the coupons 
contained on a million and a half 
“A ” gasoline books. 
Surely no one will begrudge our 
boys the gas and oil thqy need for 
the sake of the few extra miles of 
m otoring he can do w ithout by 
w alking or taking a public con­ 
veyance. A soldier has from seven 
to eight quarts of blood but m ili­ 
tary men say there are tim es when 
seven or eight quarts of gasoline 
are more vital to win a victory. In 
other words, two gallons of gaso­ 
line m ay be more im portant than 
a soldiers’ life and the lack of it 
can 
cost 
thousands 
of soldiers’ 
lives if civilians use it up careless­ 
ly- 
E astern S tates have been most 
severely restricted in the use of 
gasoline for its lim ited supply is 
alw ays likely to be commandeered 
for use in the European offensive. 
W ith new transportation pipe lines 
completed, the Middle W est is ex­ 
pected to provide 
m ore of this 
needed supply for the arm ed forces. 
Even with the cut ju st announced 
gasoline coupon values here are 
twice w hat they are in the East. 
Ration boards will try to take 
care of all essential needs first by 
supplem entary 
alowances, 
espec­ 
ially for doctors whose driving to 
get to patients is so u rgent in view 
of the threatened polio epidemic. 
But the boards do ask the public’s 
cooperation to cut their driving 25 
per cent and even more if they 
can. 
Those who are unable to get 
along on their three-quarters a l­ 
lowance and can give a justifiable 
reason m ay apply for a resto ra­ 
tion of the m ileage th irty days 
before the end of the present allot­ 
m ent.

As all of us are aware, there 
is an alarming number of cases 
of poliomyelitis in the Chicago 
area. Several deaths have already 
I resulted from the sudden rise in 
the disease to epidemic propor­ 
tions, and it is feared that several 
more may 
occur before 
it is 
brought under control. 
Let’s Be Healthy can best serve 
its readers during an epidemic by 
offering 
precautionary 
measures 
designed to prevent further spread 
of the disease, after general warn­ 
ings have been sounded of its pres­ 
ence. 
Almost 
everyone knows what 


I “polio” means. It is a deadly dis- 
; ease which strikes most frequent­ 
ly at children, often-time causing 
death or crippling them by par­ 
alysis. “ Polio” infections may oc- 
| cur in practically all parts of the 
! world, but cases are most frequent 
j in cooler sections of the tem per­ 
ate zone. 
The greatest number 
are usually noticed in late sum­ 
mer and fall. 
j 
Infants less than a year old 
are less likely to fall victims to 
| “polio” than are older children, 
■ although all children are seeming­ 
ly more susceptible than adults. 
The 
disease 
occasionally 
does 
strike adults, however, the most 
notable case being the President 
of the United States. 
Symptoms usually develop from 
seven to fourteen days after ex­ 
posure, but since there is no way 
of knowing when one is exposed, 
everyone — particularly parents 
—should be alert for any signs of 
illness and seek a physician’s ad­ 
vice immediately. 
“Polio” symp­ 
toms are so like those of common 
minor illness that they may pass 
unnoticed unless, as is now the 
case, the community is so consci­ 
ous of the disease. Customarily, 
they take the form of moderate 
fever, headache, vomiting, consti­ 
pation, stiffness or pain at the 
back of the neck, and drowsiness^ 
or irritability. 
The 
more 
common 
ways 
by 
which the disease 
spreads are 
through discharges of the nose and 
and throat of infected persons and 
carriers, as well as articles soil­ 
ed by these discharges. Bowel dis­ 
charges have also been found to 
contain the virus which causes the 
disease. 
Following are im portant meas­ 
ures 
for 
protection 
against 
“polio:” 
1. All children with the syrup-J 
toms mentioned above should be j 
isolated pending a diagnosis, and 
medical advice should be sought j 
immediately. 
2. Keep children away from con­ 
tact with persons outside the fam ­ 
ily-3. Disinfect thoroughly or burn 
articles of clothing soiled by dis­ 
charges from nose, 
throat 
and 
bowels. 
4. See that childpen are put to 
no unnecessary physical strain so 
that their natural body defenses 
will not be weakened.

New onion smut 
treatments to be 
shown this Friday 


Farmers will 
have opportunity 
to see results of onion smut treat­ 
ments that promise to be more sat­ 
isfactory in use and application 
than formaldhyde. 
W. B. Linn, 
Ext. Crop Spec. of the State Uni­ 
versity has field trials on the Art 
Schroeder farm, corner Oakton 
and Wolf. Those who have seen 
thes treatments are 
enthusiastic 
about results obtained so far. Mr. 
Linn states “We are testing three 
new' materials, Arasan, Fermate 
and Catex in comparison with the 
standard formaldehyde treatment. I 
Catex is mixed with wrater and ap­ 
plied as in formaldehyde whereas 
Arasan and Fermate 
are mixed 
with the seed, after a sticker has 
been used, doing away with water 
and attendant difficulties. 
These 
new' treatments were used first in 
New York State and are now' un­ 
der test in several onion-growing 
states where smut is a problem. 
According to counts made on 
August 17, Arasan and Fermate 
have controlled smut as effectively 
as has formaldehyde.

the initial landing at Gela, Sicily.

Next morning 
I was almost thrown out of my 
sack by boo bs meant for our ship.

“The rest of the day and the 
next it was pretty hot with Ger­ 
man planes making raids.

steady noises of guns, planes, and 
boat engines are heard all the 
time. 
“I’m not going to say I wasn’t 
scared at the 
sight of enemy 
planes and bombs dropping close, 
cuz? I was, and not alone either. 
The 
best way to describe the 
whole thing is to say that it was 
just like movies of battle scenes. 
After almost 3 days we return­ 
ed t > our pest in North Africa. 
I got my IO pounds back now 
and I massage my scalp regular­ 
ly to save the little hair I have 
left. 
“The people here in N. Africa 
are mostly French and Arabs. The 
Arabs dress in almost anything 
they have from potato sacks to 
bed sheets.
